Board of Supervisors was up to 
here with complaints. They also 
managed time to approve a new 
subdivision, make two appoint­ 
ments and listen to their voices 
echo against a newly installed 
acoustical ceiling in the municipal 
building. 


Louis Weinstein of 19 Morning­ 
side Drive reported “an unfortu­ 
nate incident” in which the ga­ 
rage and family room at his home 
recently were “completely flood­ 
ed.” 
Weinstein reported that water 
had washed down a hill, crossed 
the road and “caused quite a lot 
of damage” to his home. 
“I was at work in New York,” 
he said, “and my wife called to 
tell me about it. She was so 
shook up about it, especially since 
we had just recently moved into 
the township, that I had to take 
the day off and come home.” 
Praises Officials 
Weinstein praised local officals 
for their quick response to her 
plea for help. They built a tem­ 


porary barricade, which stopped 
the water flow. 
But he said he was at last 
night's meeting to find out if some 
long-range prospects might be in 
the offering. 
Supervisor Russell Carter sym­ 
pathetically listened to his “mud- 
puddle blues” and promised to 
look into the matter further. 
“Our problem has been that 
the ground has remained frozen,” 
he said, “and the normal surface 
water, which 
usually 
was 
ab­ 
sorbed or flowed away, has just 
stayed around.” 
Ditch Gone 
An unidentified man who said 
he lives just off Dolington Road 
also complained about Howling 
from surface water. "The water 


used to drain off via a ditch into 
a culvert,” he said, "but the lot 
owner has just leveled away the 
ditch. 
“Does a person have the right 
to block off a drainage ditch?” 
he pleaded. 
Chairman Peter F. Campbell 
explained the township is only 
responsible for its streets and 
roads, and that when one lot 
drains onto another, this then is 
a civil matter and out of the 
board's hands. 
Promises Probe 
But Campbell nevertheless pro­ 
mised to look into the matter. The 
unidentified man explained the 
excess surface water was near 
the Metz property at Taylorsville 
and Dolington Roads. 


Still 
another Hooding 
matter 
was brought to light when Carter 
mentioned a “drainage problem” 
near the Yardley golf course. 
In other action, the board:

term of Clayton W. Mills, who re­ 
signed, until Jan. I, 1964. 
—And heard objections voiced 
by local Democrats that “if this 
board is supposed to act in a 
non-partial manner in making ap­ 
pointments, why is it that no 
Democsats are ever named to fill 
these vacancies?” 
Submits List 
Mrs. Gertrude Levy of Orchard 
Way. a Democratic committee­ 
woman, obligingly submitted a list 
of qualified Democrats to the all- 
Republican board for future use. 
"I trust you will consider these 
on their qualifications,” she said, 
“and not make any appointments 
strictly on 
a political basis.” 
Campbell promised to do so. 


William H. Struwe, township 
manager, explained the new acou­ 
stical ceiling was recently instal­ 
led in the top Hoot meeting room 
at a cost of $300. “We did it our­ 
selves," he said, explaining two 
township workers did the work. 
A. J. Barry of Edgewood Road 
criticized the police department 
for allowing only one man to be on 
duty in a patrol car in Hie early 
morning hours. 
“Crooks don’t travel alone,” he 
said, “and for one man to be 
alone on duty is jeopardizing his 
own life. 
“You might as well take away 
a man’s gun and give him a pea­ 
shooter,” Barry declared. He said 
otherwise he found the police de­ 
partment generally adequate.

In Morrisville 
Demech Says Democrats 
Plan To Cut Boro Budget

There’s a move underfoot in 
Morrisville to lower the bor­ 
ough taxes this year. 
Democratic Borough Council 
President Michael Demech said 
today that members of council 
are trying to chop off one mill 
from Ute present 21 Ux millage 
rate. 
He said a special finance 
committee meeting of council 
has been called for 8 p.m. Fri­ 
day in Borough Hall to bring 
about the decrease in taxes for 
1963. 
Would Be 1st Time 
“I believe we can do it," he 
said. “From talking with local 
residents, 
if 
we 
did 
lower 
the taxes, it would be the first 
time this was ever done in the 
history of the borough," he add­ 
ed. 
Based on an average assess­ 
ment of $4,000 for a $12,000 
home, a resident would pay 
about $4 less in taxes. 
Borough Council is also plan­ 
ning to drop its occupation tax 
this year, but at the same time 
double its $5 per capita tax. 


Hie overall effect of this move 
would be to save about $3 or $4 
more this year. 
Present Control 
Since the Democrats current­ 
ly control council by a 4-3 ma­ 
jority, there is a possibility 
that Demech’s wishes may be 
carried out. 
Last year, council was tied 
4-4, but GOF Mayor Robert C. 
Crowell resolved any tie votes. 
Since Robert Newell, first,ward 
GOP councilman. resignedT)ec. 
12. the Democrats have main­ 
tained control of borough coun­ 
cil. 
Currently, council is await­ 
ing the court appointment of a 
replacement for Newell, since 
GOP c o u n c i l m e n boycotted 
council meetings, causing a lack 
of a quorum. Hiey waited out 
a 30-day limit to appoint a re­ 
placement 
for 
Newell them­ 
selves. 
Replacement Awaited 
The courts are expected to re­ 
place Newell, who moved from 
the area, with another Republi­ 
can. Generally the courts ap­ 
point replacements party for 
party. 
On Feb. 12. Borough Council 


introduced 
a 
tentative 
1963 
budget of $400,925.12. At that 
time, Finance Chairman Joseph 
Catania, a Democrat, declared 
there would be no increase in 
the tax millage rate this year. 
Ile explained that additional 
revenue coming into the bor­ 
ough this year would prevent 
any need to increase the tax 
millage. A federal loan project 
for streets and drainage facili­ 
ties was apparently indicated 
as the new source of income 
into the borough. 
IMI Budget 
The budget for 1962 was for 
$376,526, an increase of $24,644 
over the 1961 budget of $351,882. 
The Republicans controlled the 
council last January, when the 
1962 budget was adopted. 
The tax millage for 1962 was 
21.50. an increase of about five 
mills over the 16.87 mill rate 
for 1961. 
Demech did not explain why 
the proposed 1963 budget of 
$400,925 is more than last year's 
budget of $376,526, but he indi­
